Budget System for Ohio.

James M. Cox. governor-elect of 


Ohio, is quoted as declaring that he 
will introduce at the beginning of the 
new administration a state budget 
system that "will smash the legisla- 
tive details in Ohio." 
His proposal 


is unique in its details, though its 
purpose is the familiar one of ail 
budget schemes. 
Machinery already exists for mak- 


ing estimates for carrying 
on 
the 


business of the state. 
The gover- 


nor-elect proposes to take these es- 
timates, bring them into 
harmony 


with estimated state receipts 
and 


then to go to the legislature himself 
with the demand that aiipropriations 
be kept within 
the 
indicated 
re- 


sources. 
Such a plan ought 
to work. 
It 


should not, however, be 
necessary 


for the governor to take 
personal 


charge of such a move. Ohio ought 
to have a bugetary system that would 
work without the personal solicita- 
tion of the chief executive. It should 
not be necessary for the governor to 
go into the legislature with a big 
st'ck to prevent lobbyists and pork 
barrel politicians from raiding 
the 


state treasury. 
If under present 


laws it is necessary for the governor 
to do this, more power to him. But, 
meanwhile, let us look to a day when 
that kind of duty will not be exacted 
of Ohio's governors.

cost, Mr. Dawson said: 


"The publicity and democratically 


administered local health insurance 
funds average in Germany to 
cost 


about 7 per -cent, of operating 
ex- 


pense or after laying aside ample 
contingency reserve. 10 per cent, of 
the average net cost or loss. 


"It •would be as reasonable to ex- 


pose the postal system to such com- 
petition as to admit private compan- 
ies to participation in a punlic plan 
of health insurance." said Dawson. 
•who made a vigorous plea for 
the 


compulsory and publicly controlled 
plan of health insurance as proposed 
by the American association for la- 
bor legislation.
